Production a 
Musical Triumph 



CROWDED AUDITORIUM GREETS 

FIRST APPEARANCE OF MUSICAL 

ORGANIZATION IN "THE 

ROSE MAIDEN' • 



The iirst concert oi* the recently or- 
ganized Xarbcrth Choral Society, given 
last Friday evening in the Auditorium 
uf the High School, -was a 'big success. 
But it was more than that — it was an 
amazingly big success! 

Amazing in that, in addition to being 
u really iino and worth-while musical 
performance, it revealed an achieve- 
ment which we believe most of the 
residents of our Borough, did not be- 
lieve possible within the short space 
of six weeks, nor ever in a much longer 
period. 

For if you will look back over the 
calendar to that period known as "the 
latter part of winter/' you "will dis- 
cover that at that time, the Xarberth 
Choral Society simply "was not!" At 
least, it was no more than an idea that 
had ibeon slumbering, in a more or less 
agitated way, in the minds of a small 
group of Narberth folks for a year or 
more. Then the idea crystnlizod and the 
Society came into existence. Members 
were recruited, Professor Clarence C. 
Nice offered his services as the Musical 
Director, au offer which was gladly ac- 
cepted; Frederic H. Cowen's popular 
and melodious cantata * ( The *Kose 
Maiden," was selected for the iirst con- 
cert, and, rehearsals were begun. 

Well, the lirst concert was given last 
Friday evening, a* already stated, and 
the . iivc. or .six hundred people who 
filled the School Auditorium, were de- 
lighted with the performance. Spon- 
taneous and generous applause was 
given each number — choruses and solos 
alike, and after the last number, Pro- 
fessor Nice un<\ his singers were liter- 
ally showered with praise and words 
of appreciation. 

It is hard to know whether to begin 
with Professor Nice or the members 
of the Society. \i' you extended con- 
gratulations to the Professor, he 
thanked you but bowed and said the 
credit belonged to the chorus; and you 
fared no better when you attempted to 
compliment the singers — they ' ' blamed ' ; 
it on the Professor! 

And perhaps thereby hangs the true 
story of how it was possible for the 
Society, in so short a time as six weeks, 
to give such a delightful and creditable 
concert — a mutual spirit of co-opera- 
tion. So we shall pry no further into 
the mystery but content ourselves with 
attempting to tell those of our resi- 
dents who missed this first concert of 
the Narberth Choral Society, that they 
did indeed miss a musical treat that 
was a decided credit to our community, 
and one of which any town, suburban 
or otherwise, might well be proud. 

From a musical viewpoint the con- 
cert was not only pleasing, but techni- 
cally of a very high order, bespeaking

Community Club Notes 



NARBERTH SURROUNDED WITH 
HISTORIC POINTS OF INTEREST 



At the meeting held last Tuesday, Mrs. 
John F. Develin, Regent of the Chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, gave a most interesting talk 
on the Historic Spots of Lower Merion. 
Mrs. Develin is descended from some of 
the old settlers of the township and so 
is well versed in the history of this 
section of the county. 

Mrs. Develin explained that Merion 
is a' Welsh name given to a section of 
10,000 acres by the Welsh, prior to the 
time of Win. Pciin. AVm. Penn and Dr. 
Wynne (from whom Wynne wood de- 
rives its name), came to this country 
together. The oldest church in the 
country being Merion Meeting House, 
built in 1695. General Washington 
stopped at General Wayne Inn, and 
Cornwallis had his horses shod at the 
black smith shop nearly opposite the 
Din. 

The borough of Narberth was ori- 
ginally a plot of ground of 2 acres 
given by Win. Thomas to be called 
Elm, after a place in Wales. It was 
afterward changed to Narberth, also a 
Welsh name. 

The original Lancaster road was what 
is now 54 street, Old Lancaster Road, 
Levering Mill road and part of Mont- 
gomery road. 

The oldest railroad of the country 
also ran past Narberth. It went from 
the Delaware River to the Susquehanna. 
Jt passed Belmont Mansion, went 
through Bala and Cynwyd, passed Gen- 
eral Wayne Inn, past Narberth and 
joined the present railroad at Ardmore. 

There were other points of interest.

Fifty cents for a quart of flies is the 
price offered to the iirst ten school chil- 
dren in both Lower Morion and Radnor 
Townships, provided they are delivered 
by the iirst of May. 

Through the kindness of Mrs. J. 
Emott Caldwell, Bryn Muwr, Dr. Jo- 
seph C. Egbert, Wayne, and the Neigh- 
borhood League of Bala-Cynwyd, the 
■■General Fly Campaign Committee is 
able to offer to the school children of 
Lower Morion andKadnor Townships the 
special oiler as an additional incentive 
in the eradication of the great germ 
carrier — the common house fly. 

The Principals of the schools have 
been asked to receive the ilies, and they 
will then report receipt of the ilies to 
the General Committee. 

Fifteen thousand swatters have been 
received by tin* General Committee 
for free distribution from Hala-Cynwyd 
to Wayne. These will help the children 
to fill all their quarts. Every ily killed 
now is equal to a million later in the 
season. This is a chance for the adults 
to help the children win these prizes. 

The Bala-Cynwyd Committee has 
planned a vigorous campaign against 
the ily. They will co-operate with the 
Township Commissioners in the clean- 
up, and the entire territory has been 
divided so that every home will be 
covered. 

All of the Fly Committee in the com- 
munities from BabHCynwyd to Wayne 
are urging their constituents to co- 
operate with the Commissioners of the 
three townships of Lower Merion, Hav- 
er ford and Radnor in the ' * Clean-up 
Days"— April 26th. 27th and 28th. 

Every can and pile of refuse hauled 
away means the elimination of a breed- 
ing place for ilies and mosquitoes, and 
checks the spreading of disease.

peak of its very best endeavors. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

Rather discouraging — this April 
weather, with its sudden changes from 
heat to cold, causing gardeners to rush 
to cover their sweet peas and early 
vegetables, and blanket their cold 
frames to save the growing stock from 
being nipped. However, this is what 
one might expect after a warm March, 

A mild winter does not seem to favor 
spring growth. Tulips and other bulbs 
show irregular development. In fact, a 
certain amount of cold is needed by 
dormant plants. This is affirmed by 
Botanist Coville, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, in a recent 
paper. The winter chilling of trees, 
shrubs and herbaceous plants causes 
tho, transformation of stored starch into 
sugar, and prepares them for quick and 
vigorous growth when warm weather 
arrives. Professor Coville conducted a 
number of curious experiments with 
blueberries, various spring-blooming 
trees and shrubs, showing the effects of 
chilling and non-chilling. Trailing ar- 
butus, kept in a greenhouse through 
winter, refused to bloom in spring. A 
sister plant, kept outdoors all winter, 
then brought into greenhouses, was in 
full dower March -7. The principle 
can be applied to the retarding or has- 
tening of growth of various plants, and 
can be applied to seeds, cuttings, bulbs, 
etc. 

Too much praise cannot be given to 
our Street Commissioner and his assist- 
ants for their regularity in collecting 
ashes and care of containers, and espe- 
cially for their prompt and continuous 
cleaning of the streets.

Business was very dull despite the 
fact that the widow's rates wore the 
same as those of the city hotels, so 
she was forced to do something to 
bring trade, After much thought on the 
subject, and reference to old Sunday 
comic sections, she suddenly received 
the brilliant inspiration of taking 
families with small children to board.

The next day after the 
announcement a line of men, women 
and children extending for blocks was 
clamoring for admission.

Before doing this she quietly entered 
into an agreement with the real estate 
men of the town, who, for the sum of 
one dollar to them in hand paid by the 
party of the first part, did thereby 
agree to serve all tennants with a 
notice; to wit "Buy or git out." By 
this means she preserved her self res- 
pect by rejoining the union and pre- 
served her business by a little " flier 
in real estate. M And that is the end 
of the story which tells how the first 
boarding house came to Narberth.

UNKNOWN HEROES 



While America is preparing to render 
homage to one of her own unidentified 
soldiers of the World War by trans- 
porting his body from the battle- 
field of France, it seems certain 
that this nation also will pay 
a symbolic ;tribute to the unknown 
warriors buried last Armistice Day in 
Westminster Abbey in London and un- 
der the Arc do Triompho in Paris. It 
has been proposed that America bestow 
upon the unknown French and British 
heroes her highest military award, the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. While 
the proposal was being advanced at the 
recent meeting of the National Execu- 
tive Committee of The American Legion 
in Washington by James A. Drain, com- 
mittee member of the District of 
Columbia, bills providing for the con- 
ferring «of the decoration were being 
introduced by Representative Royal C. 
Johnson, of South Dakota, and Senator 
Klkins, of West Virginia, both ex-ser- 
vice men. 



MOCK HEROES AND MOCK 
HEROICS 



Pretenders have often disgraced the 
uniform, and the law justly recognizes 
the unpardonable nature of the oifense. 
The wearing of the button or badge of 
an organization like the American 
Legion by those who do not belong to 
it is equally reprehensible; and the 
bill, passed recently by the New York 
Legislature and just signed by the 
Governor, making this a misdemeanor 
is in accord with sound public policy. 
Supposed membership in a body high 
in popular esteem gives an advantage 
to those who do not emulate Truthful 
James in avoiding "small deceits or 
any sinful games.'* Borrowed glory 
has enabled many a crook to ply his 
trade in comparative security. 

Yet it is quite likely that many of 
the wearers of insignia to which they 
were not entitled have been inspired 
more by vanity than by criminal in- 
tent. The desire to emulate deeds of 
valor or virtue is an honorable one, but 
it is often carried to dishonorable 
lengths. To the expansive and impul- 
sive nature the desire to draw a long 
bow in autobiography is well-nigh over- 
whelming. And the dramatic instinct 
in humanity leads many to seek to 
dramatize their own lives with small 
regard for facts. The lies that children 
tell arc illustrations of tliis instinct. 

George IV of England, Sherry's "fat 
friend, ' ' tried to invest his sordid 
career of self-indulgence with the le- 
gend that he had fought at Waterloo. 
"I have often heard your highness say 
so," was tho Iron Duke's reply when 
the royal braggart once appealed to him 
for confirmation. It may be that George 
came at last actually to believe in the 
truth of his own falsehood. "What I 
tell you three times is true," said the 
teller of the tale of "The Hunting of 
the Shark," and George's boasts had 
not been limited to three. There have 
been others whose fighting was done 
in imagination. 

But the plain badge or button of 
service is as much a sacredly personal 
thing as tho D. S. M. or the Croix de 
Guerre. Whether with harmless or evil 
intent, it is not to be worn by those 
who have no claim to it. The corps 
of mock heroes needs no further re- 
cruiting.
